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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

2. Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Barnett et 
al. (US Pat. No. 4,818,337). 

Regarding claim 7, Barnett et al. teaches a semiconductor device comprising a 
single-crystal silicon active layer (14) used for photoelectric conversion (see fig. 2) and 
having a (111) plane as its surface (see fig. 2 and col. 6, lines 15-18 and 22-23), 
wherein an angle formed by any arbitrary two cutting lines contained in the surface and 
not coming into coincidence is represented by 0, and 0 satisfies the expression | cos0 | 
= Yi or 0 = 60° (see col. 6, lines 22-23, please note that in the cited passage Barnett et 
al. discloses that in a (111) orientation the crystallites are polyhedrons with triangular 
bases. Thus, it is inherent that a triangular structure may comprises 60° angles). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claim 9 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

4. Claims 10 and 12 are allowed. 
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Respons to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 7 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Kawabata (US Pat. No. 5,100,478) discloses a well-known solar 
cell having a (111) surface (see fig. 1(a) and col. 4, lines 56-57); and Tayanaka (US Pat. 
No. 6,426,274 B1) discloses a well-known anodization process for forming a porous 
surface (see col. 7, lines 45-52 and col. 8, lines 44-67).
